It is the New England honsewi's 
who un ler«tands tho art of mating 
roun bread in all its perfection— 
licht, savory, delicions. 

This excetlent article of food is apt 
to be at its best in the raral distriets | 
becanse it is always possible there to 
vet the best rye meal always fresh at 
the moment of need. In the large 
cities it is difflealt often to get 1; 
grocers do not keep it, as a rule, an! 
feed stores are the best eonroes of 
supply. In the farming distriets ten 
cents will bny a good sized bagfnl. 

The real New Englan 1 brown bread 
is thus made: Tos pint and a balf 
of rye meal a14 a pint and a half of 
corn meal and a tea-poonful of salt; 
mix thoronghly dry; then add a cnp 
of molasses and a heaping texspoonfnl 
of baking sola, wet iu a little warm 
water, Ad enongh Sour milk to 
make a soft batter. Pat the mixture 
into a battered mold, with tight 
cover, and steam four honrs. When 
done take out, ont into medium thick 
*lices an serve on « platter, It can 
be eaten with batter alone, or for a 
company dish at tex serve it with 
thick cream poured over each slice, in 
which setting it is a mot toothsome 
cvapouund. ---Pailadelphia Times,

Use the sbeets in tara, thas 
giving to them ail an equal amount of 
wear and tear. 

Four pairs of pillow cases and fonr 
bolster cases are the number allotted 
to each bed. Old sbeets sbould never 
be eat over for the servants' or ohil- 
dren's beds, where they are pretty cer- 
tain to receive hard usage, but onght 
to be kept for the purpose of emerz- 
ency or else ent in half, sewing tue 
selvidgge elges together and thus tak- 
in on a now leans of life aud service. 

Old table cloths should not be throw u 
into the rag bag, but cat over 80 as 
to make sideboard cloths, Napkins 
that are wora will do far corn or hot 
bread, In bnying table linen double 
damask is the most economic in the 
end. A dozen ordinary etoths, with 
two or three extra size ones for din- 
ner parties, ara enongh to stock a 
linen closet. Two dozen dinner nap- 
kins and two dozen breakfast ones are 
quite snfficient. Always pat the clean 
things at the bottum of the piles, 
being sure that they are ma led be.
